THEY DRAINED the swamps. 
They built and were built, They 
shaped a nation. Then they disap- 
peared intu the mists where legends 
dwell, leaving behind seme 280 
points on the map, a prime minister 
or two and a vague sense of the epic 
in the nation's collective conscious- 
Nes. 

Now, a generation after its retreat 
inte low-profile routine, the kibbutz 
movement is planning to offer its 
Memories as a national heritage. Th 
doing se, it will create what prom- 
ises to be one of the major tourist 
‘attractions in Israel. 

On the slope of a hill next to 
Kibbutz Yizre'el offering a spectac- 
ular view of the Jezreel Valley, von- 
struction is to get underway this 
summer on the bife-size replica of 1 
typical kibbutz built in the valley in 
1921. Kibbutz Halutzim (Pioncers* 
Kibbutz), as it will be called, will 
cacry visitors back into an era of 
malaria, marauding Beduin, and 
ideology that broke the mold of his- 
tory and created a new Jewish hero 
- the man (and woman) of the soil. 

Although some of its planners bri- 
dle at the comparison of Kibbutz 
Halutzim to Disneyworld -- “Dis- 
neyworld's objective is pure enter- 
tainment, ours is education” — the 
comparison is inevitable. In addi- 
tion to the settlement replica cover- 
ing some 30 dunams, there will be 
an enclosed “time tunnel” with spe- 
cial effects that will transport visi- 
tors in open cars along a (rack past 
tableaux showing the progress of the 
early pioneers from the pogrom-rid- 
den shietl of Eastern Europe to the 
disease-ridden land they hoped to 
tame and on to the kibbutz of today.

SOME OF the early pioneers still 
living in the valley's kibbutzim have 
assisted the steering committee for- 
mulating the programme. Profes- 
sional consultation was provided by 
8 British firm. Detailed plans have 
been drawn up by an architectural 
team from the United Kibbutz 
Movement, headed by Vittorio Cor- 
onaldi and by designer Dan Gelbart. 


Before entering the reconstructed

“The workplace is one of the few institu- 
tions in which large numbers of Jews and 
Arabs maintain daily contact and co-operate 
to achieve common goals. Scores of factories, 
hospitals, hotels, restaurants, construction 
companies and other businesses operate 
through the joint efforts of Jews and Arabs, 
even in times of war, terrorism, inflation and 
unemployment. . 

“Working together eight hours or more a 
day, people can establish understanding and 
trust. Yet these mixed workplaces suffer from 
the same tensions which affect Jews and Arabs 
outside the factory gates. Often, tensions are 
ignored, building up below the surface, until 
one day an incident can suddenly erupt be- 
tween people who have been working quietly 
side by side for years,” 

Kreimer cited two examples - a food-pro- 
cessing factory in Yavne, where a fight be- 
tween a Jewish and an Arab worker degener- 
ated into an ethnic brawl; and a paper-mill in 


- Hadera, where machinery was sabotaged. She 


emphasized that there had been many other 
similar “incidents” at firms throughout the 
country. : 

She maintained that despite these cases, 
nobody had so far seriously investigated the 
effects of Jewish/Arab relations on the work- 
place.

Despite this, she continued, the overall situ- 
ation was very good. “There was more toler- 
ance shown among the Jewish and Arab work- 
ers in Nilit than among the population in the 
country generally,” she asserted. 

“We also discovered uther positive aspects, 
notably management's concern to ensure fair 
treatment and respect for all workers. The 
company accepts the problems of having a 
mixed ethnic workforce, and is very sensitive 
to the issue. Racist comments or actions are 
not tolerated,” she said. 

“We also discovered that there had been a 
few incidents, although very rare, of verbal 
disputes because of bad relations between 
workers. In one case, a Jewish employee at 
the factory's own generating plant had an 
argument over the phone with an Arab shift- 
supervisor. The Jewish worker ran to the oth- 
er man's department and a fight, which started 
over work but ended in an enthic dispute, 
brake out, 

“The nen were separated and brought be- 
fore an internal arbitration team. The Jewish 
worker was fired the same day, because he left 
his workplace without permission and turned 
ἃ verbal argument into a physical fight. The 
Arab shift supervisor is still working at Nilit." 


Aa incident was recaunted by Tou- 
fik Tatour, a Moslem Arab from Kfar 
Reneh, near Nazareth, who has been an em- 
ployee at the factory for nearly 13 yeurs, Ta- 
tour, aged 31 and married, with five children, 
Starled os ἃ production worker on shift duly, 
but made his way up the ladder to become a 
shift supervisor in charge of 22 people, includ- 
ing one Jew. ; 

He recalled that a cleaning woman once 
accused Arab workers of deliberately dirtying 
the kitcheu, although she had nol witnessed

“They threw stones at the buses and we 
were very frightened, bit the personnel man- 
‘ger Came out and escorted us through, with 
him feading in his car. Since that day, the 
buses bringing the Arab workers to the plant; 
do not yo through Migdul," said Tatour, 
adding that in general, relations between the 


nr vrata Perera a ce Pa 
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Nili's workforce comprises an equal number of Jews and Israeli Arabs. 


Jewish and Arab employees were very good. 
, “There are extremists on both sides, and it 
is not always possible to tell what people are 
thinking. Management, however, does not al- 
low any form of racism to flourish within the 
confines of the factory. The result is that we 
cooperate with one another at work, and I 
Personally have several Jewish friends here. 

“Tf an incident Happens in the country, it 
docsn't usually affect day-to-day relations. 
Maybe somebody you don't see often will go 
Past you on that particular day without a word 
or a smile, but that's all, and its soon forgot- 
ten. In my opinion, the majority of the people 
who work at Nilit, Jews and Arabs, believe in 
and want co-existence. : is 

“I don't think this is the place to talk about 
politics, because that could lead to differences 
Of opinion and arguments. I have Jewish

Regarding the complauts of some Arab 
workers wha charged that theit chances of 
advancement were than these of Jewish 
workers, Talour replied: “I'm proof that that 
isn’t so, Usually. the people doing the moan 
ing have personal or psychologicul problems, 
The fact is that mast of the Arab workers are 
very happy here. Over 40 per cent: have 
worked here for eight yeurs or more, and that 
speaks for itsell.” 


EL-DOR SAID ‘THE seeret of Nilit’s success 
in maintaining good relations between Jewish 
and Arab workers fay in (he company's philos- 
ophy of emphasizing the common denomina- 
tor, while playing down differences. 

“This we du withoul undermining the fact 
that this is a Jewish and Israeli factory. The lan 
guage we speak and write is Hebrew, and one 
of the terms of employment is having a fair 
knowledge of Hebrew,” he said. 

“We have ἃ communal dining ream where 
the employees, Jews and Arabs, sit alongside 
one another, with members of the manage- 
ment. We have a tradition of workers’ chit 
dren planting trees around the factory on Τὰ 
Bishvat. We make sure that an Arab child and 
a Jewish child plant a tree together, and try to 
emphasize that in doing sa they are helping to 
make the area around the factory richer and 
more beautiful. At the same time, we under- 
play the fact thal it is a Jewish holiday.” 

El-Dor noted that Arab workers, Chiris- 
tians, Moslems and Druse, received gifts on 
the eve of Jewish hatidays, just like the Jewish 
workers. “We also don't forget to give them 
our best wishes on their holidays, and we try 
to arrange the work shifts so thal they cao 
spend the festivities at home with their fam- 
ilies,” he said. 


F-: admitted that they do have some 
problems, and that certain elements 
could be improved. 

“Several of these matters were raised by the 
TFP survey. As a result of that we are encour 
aging our scnior staff to study Arabic in order 
to communicate with workers and their fom- 
ilies in their own language. That is more infor- 
mal and creates greater understanding." 

El-Dor said they had already implemented 
some innovative ideas and were considering 
others to bring workers together and further 
improve relations, ‘These included “quality 
circles" at which workers could air grievances, 
unalyse factury problems ind discuss possi 
solutions. : 

“Because of the isolation of some depart: 
ments," he said,““we have recently initiat 
tours of the factory, to enuble workers (0.506 
what goes on in other sections and meet the 
workers there. In addition, we organize 
monthly outings, and ['m glad to say an it 
creasing, number of Arab workers and 
families are joining in. ᾿ 

Asa result of the survey, said En-Dor, “We 
are more aware of the need to be fair on the 
question of promotions and we take the time 
to double-check that decisions are based 00 
objective considerations only, even though 
there is no question of discrimination on f 
or religious ground. 

“We also feel it is important to try (o a 
tange informal meetings und activities 
employees outside of work hours, althou 
there are difficulties because of the shift n® 
ture of the work and the fact that many car 
ployees do not live nearby," he concluded.

Then there 
are trophy fees, and dressing and 
shipping costs if you want to shlep 
your venison and antlers home. 

To engage in the sport properly, 
one should also be outfitted proper- 
ly. Visit, for example, London's 
Swaine Adeney Brigg and Sons 
Ltd., the 237-year-old establishment 
at 185 Piccadilly (next door to Fort- 
num and Mason's). 

Here, where they equip sporting 
royals, presidents and popes, you 
can pick up such basics as a waxed 
cotton shooting coat for £102, cor- 
duroy trousers for £54; a tweed 
shooting cap for £17.50; full-length 
woollen stockings for £32; water- 
proof country shoes for £70; a hide 
cartridge belt for £42; a pigskin car- 
tridge bag for £148; Zeiss 10x30 bin-

IF THERE were no other reason to 
travel to the Jezreel Valley in Janu- 
ary, then the cranes that are visiting 
there now would justify the trip. 
There are also cranes wintering in. 
the southern Golan, the Hula Valley 
and the Negev, but they are few in 
number. The real mass of these 
winged winter visitots is around 
Lake Kishon in the Jezreel Valley 
where this year, it seems, there are 
more than usual. 

Cranes are impressive birds with a 
total height of 120-140 centimetres, 
Less than half of this is taken up by 
their body, and the rest comprises 
the long, graceful neck and tall legs. 
Cranes have a,wing span of about 60 
cm. and are grey and: grey-black 
with a white stripe running down 
from the eye to the neck. Their 
crests are red. Young cranes are 
more brownish than grey and do not 
have the red crest. 

Cranes, of which there are 15 spe- 
cies in the world, are incredibly 
strong fliers:-In their typical V-for- 
mation, they strike out right across 
the Mediterranean when migrating, 
‘unlike many birds which prefer ‘to 
stay over (he continental’ masses.

This was all to the good as the 
lumb with couscous which | ordered 
was a monumentally filling dish. In 
the centre came the couscous itself, 
delicately steamed grains of semo- 
lina topped with a sprinkling of pine 
nuts and surrounded by cooked veg- 
etables and slices of lamb. On one 
side was the vegetable soup with 
additional greens, and on the other 
a thick meat stock with more lamb.

While the team’s 
exptoits have beea chronicled in the 
bridge press and in almost every 
eard-play text over the past decade, 
ho one ever wrote a book just about 
them. 

That glaring omission has now 
been corrected, by Blue Team star 
Farquet. (Bridge With the Blue 
Team by Pivtra Forquet, London, 
1087. Vietor Gollunes. 384 pp., 


£8.5h) The book's format allows the 
Treader to venture an opinion on pos- 
sible lines of play before finding out 
how the champions play like 
champions. 


THIS DEAL was played in 1967. 
Avarelli was North, Beladonna 
South. 

The bidding was simple. North, in 
fourth position, made a take-out 
double, and judged South's two no- 
trump to mean he had about 10 
points. With 16 of his own, Avarelli 
took Belladonna on to game. 

The opening lead was a spade, 
and South must have looked at 
dummy with less than the greatest 
pleasure. He had five tricks off the 
top - two high spades, two high 
clubs, and the heart ace.

top spades, the queen-jack of clubs, 
the king of hearts and the ace of 
diamonds for his opening bid. 
Belladonna won the spade ace in 
dummy. There was no point in hold- 
ing up, and the third spade might 
well be needed for a throw-in. A 
small diamond was led to East's sev- 
en-spot and South's king, and a

small diamond from dummy was 
ducked by West and North to East's 
now-lone ace. 

A spade came back, won by the 
king. Now South played two good 
diamonds, putting pressure on East,” 
who decided to hold three spades 
and three clubs. That meant baring 
the king, and Belladonna reading 
the discards accurately, played the 
heart ace. With the king out of the 
way, the queen and und jack took 
the next two tricks. 

Poor Enst. He wus in trouble 
again. He responded to the chal- 
lenge by getting rid of two spades. 
But his agony was not over yet. 
Belladonna led the club ten from 
dummy, covered by the jack and 
won by the ace. Now East was given 
the lead with a spade, and was 
forced to lead from his queen-six 
into dummy's ace-nine. So Bella- 
donna made II tricks, on a deal 
where nine semed a difficult 
challenge.

THE RATTLE of Vietnam skele- 
tons is getting louder every day in 
American consciousness, judging by 
the films Hollywood is providing its 
viewers, But the desperate attempts 
by many of these recent films to 
present Vietnam as just another 
war, with the good guys on “our" 
side and the bad guys as the invisible 
enemy, is constantly backfiring. 

Take Hamburger Hill, a new war 
epic set in 1969 about a combat unit 
sent to take over a bloody hill from 
the little green men of Ho Chi Minh. 
It isn't a very good film, to be quite 
frank. The script is repetitive and 
the characters aren't developed 
properly, and whenever action 
stops, the plot tends to become 
tedious. 

Luckily, there is plenty of action, 
particularly in the second half, so 
even if you don't really follow the 
logic of the movement on screen, at 
least you ate fascinated by its photo- 
graphy. To be sure, there are few 
things that are more impressive on 
screen than a nice bloody battle- 
ground with lots of guns firing, 
bombs exploding, airplanes grazing 
the ground, machine guns spitting 
death, and human puppets falling 
over, their limbs fying in the air and 
inert bodies splashing all over the 
landscape. It's an exciting sight and, 
usually, the more gruesome it is, the 
more it appeals to the audience 
which, instead of getting sick of all 
this mindless violence, always asks 
for more. 

Still, the main problem with every 
war film is establishing who are the 
good guys and who are the bad 
ones. Also, the good guys have to be 
given a moral reason for their ac- 
tions - after all, this being a war, 
there will be victims on both sides 
and one wants the audience to know 
that the death of a good guy has 
contributed somehow to make this 
world a better place to live in. At 
least this used to be the situation. 
Vietnam, however, has changed the 
rules of the game drastically. 


FOR MANY years, the Americans 
refrained from making war pictures 
about Vietnam, apparently too con- 
fused and embarrassed by the entire 
issue. As they couldn't show them- 
selves to be herocs (with rare excep- 
tions such as John Wayne's Green 
Berets), they preferred to ignore it. 
When they did begin to speak up, 
thiey began’ apologetically, Apoca- 


lypse Now being their way of saying, 


“We're sorry, Please understand us. 


Those mean bastards made us do 

With Platoon, however, the 
Americans stopped being sorry. The 
mean bastards were still there at the 
top, and their orders were still as 
immoral and unacceptable as ever, 
but that was irrelevant now. The 
morality of the fighter as an individ- 
ual became the main issue. A dou- 
ble standard was born whereby pco- 
ple began to feel that it is all right to 
fight an unjust war, as long as you 
do the fighting in a righteous 
fashion. 

Hamburger Hill goes one step fur- 
ther in this direction. The highest 
ranking officer here is a licutenant. 
and he is disgusted with his com- 
manders no less than the grunts 


serving under him, But he follows 
orders and acts like ἃ hero, losing an 
arm in battle but never leaving his 
post. He isn’t very noticeable, any- 
way: The focus is on the men -- the 
black who won't trust the white (and 
vice-versa) but who will learn, in the 
end, that they are all in it logether, 
for betler or worse. 

Why are they in it at all? ‘This 

westion is never really asked. On 
the other hand, the bitterness of be- 
ing rejected at home and denied the 
respect their fathers achieved for 
fighting the Nazis is terribly frustrat- 
ing for these soldiers, and is strongly 
stresscd in the picture. 11 is al} the 
blecding-heart liberals with their 
demonstrations and peace marches 
who are to blame for the sergeant 
teturning to ‘Nam, hell on earth to 
be sure, but that is preferable to 


dealing with the derision of his for- 
mer friends at home. 

Nobady stops to think whether 
“the guys back home" might have a 
point somewhere, as it turns aul lal- 
er. Even the scriptwriter here is con- 
scious of this. in an indirect way, for 
at a cerlain moment, H becomes 
quite clear that these young men - 
who can’t suy they are fighting te 
defend their homes, to save democ- 
tacy or to help a poor helpless na- 
tion (even here the Vietnamese do 
nol seem very caget for this kind of 
help) -- finally reach the conclusion 
they are fighting for euch other and 
are dying needlessly. ‘They realize 
that (hey are following orders from 
incompetent commanders whe can't 
even ascertain whether the air sup- 
port they send in will bomb them 
instead of the enemy.

As for the Vietnamese behi 
American fines, they are jus 
wishing shirts in the river or, at 
best, sending their femules to serve 
the conquering herves in improvised 
brothels. This is, arguably, an accu- 
rate image of the relations the 
American soldiers had with the loca! 
population, but it is not complimen- 
tary to the Americans and shouldn't 
be taken in stride by any self-re- 
specting filmmaker. 

But director John Irvin and seript- 
writer Jim Karabatsos are evidently 
not bathered by such niceties. “Mhey 
limit their scope comfortably to the 
parameters of a small unit, and since 
they can't make any of the charac- 
ters admirable personally and do not 
have the necessury cast to impress 
by sheer star power, they stuff in 
one action scene after the other. It 
all looks very tife-like and cunvine- 
ing — war at its most revollingly 
spectacular heights. At the same 
time, it is also war at ils most bal- 
fling since reasons for the butchery 
are absent on all levels. Not only is it 


morally objectionable, but there are 
no military justifications for it, 


‘THE MAIN thrust of the plot, such 
us it is, involves the taking of the 
hill, but the audience docsn't even 
get the chance to appreciate the 
odds for there isn’) one shot showing 
the hill or the operation at hind. 
‘The battle itself is in the best WW2 
tradition, with trenches and crawl- 
ing in the mud and shooting straight 
ahead at unidentified targets. 
What is left for the audience to do 
is to appreciate the special effects 
department for their realistic 
achievemeat and wonder about the 
new lype of mythology produced by 
Hollywood.

middle of the performance. There is 
nothing else in the absolutely inof- 
fensive and innocuous content of the 
evening that will explain it. 

But then, in history, the populace 
have aways stoned the prophet in 
the marketplace. In this instance, 
the behaviour of an ill-mannered, 
mean-minded minority only goes to 
reinforce the reality and immediacy 
of the menace of Sabul's prophecy. 

Much more ought to be added 
ubout the variegated mise-en-scéne, 
the manipulation and ensemble 
work of a cast of such superb actors 
as Tami Alon, Dina Blei, Michuel 
Ben-Haroush, Mohammed Bakri, 
Salim Dow, Dror Keren, Makram 
Khoury, only a few among the 20 or 
580 constantly on stage.

He sig- 
nalled Derek to hand me the rifle, a 
nicely balanced Mannlicher with a 
well-worn walnut stock. 

1 dug some .270 Winchester car- 
tridges out of my jacket pockets and 
loaded the chamber. In for a penny, 
in for a pound, “Dead branch," | 
said, indicating, like Babe Ruth 
pointing his bat in the direction of 
his next homerun, ἃ single scrub oak 
about ISU metres away. 

Actually, 1 wasn't totally curried 
away by blind arrogance.

home. 

I raised the rifle to my shoulder, 
slid the bolt and blew away the 
branch. τ 

“Straight shooting!"" Raddy Mac- 
Innes thumped the ground with his 
stick in admiration as the others ap- 
plied congratulatory pats to my 
shoulders. Knowing better than to 
press my luck with another shot, ἵ 
passed the rifle back to Derek and 
sniffed: “As we say in Jerusalem, 
let's get this show on the road.” 

We set off up a gully covered with 
thick grass and heather. Despite 
what I had heard about a summer of 
“drought™ in Scotland, the ground 
was damp and spongy and criss- 
crossed with tiny rivulets. The ter- 
rain was not unlike the configura- 
tion of wadis, canyons, hills and 
plateaus found in the Golan ~ except 
that the vegetation was infinitely 
thicker and the ground, to an Israe- 
li, disconcertingly wet.

1 agree that this is hard- 
ly the sort of talent worth boasting 
about, but there it is. 

That first stretch was indeed a 
vigorous climb. The tenderfuot, 
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however, showed no signs of ex- 
haustion, and my comrades were 
perhaps starting to think [ might not 
need carrying back at the end of the 
day. In any event, MacInnes tous- 
ened up and began to share his ghil- 
lie's wisdom. 

A ghillie has been defined as a 
combination gentleman's gentleman 
and guide to the outdoors. In the 
wilds of Scotland, ghillies are indis- 
pensable to stalkers, grouse-hunters 
and fishermen alike. The ghillie is 
the man who knows the lay of his 
patch of land, the habits of the wild- 
life, the quirks of the river and the 
weather, 

You may pay well for his services, 
but the guide saves you titerally 
beating about the bush in vain for 
game -- or for that matter salmon or 
(rout. As one ghillie expressed it to 
mie on another occasion: “If FE go 
into ἃ different territory for hunting 
or fishing. the first thing I find me is 
a ghillie. In new country, Cm no 
expert - he is.” 

It was not long before | was ad- 
miring Roddy Macinnes's expertise. 
A stendy, methouicat hiker, Mic- 
Innes regularly swept the grass in 
front of him with his shepheri’s 
crook so as to read the ground bet- 
ter. Fle pointed out a fox’s spoor 
and soon Tocatead its den. An other- 
wise unremarkable oval of Mattened 
grass was identified os the place 
where u hind had sheltered from the 
hight’s storm. In a fold of mossy 
rocks, deer had recently rubbed vel- 
vet off their antlers. 

Elsewhere was a muck hole where 
deer had wallowed to cover them- 
selves with mud against biting in- 


sects. Sighting molehills prompted 
discussion about a recent newspaper 
report on "some blondy fool down 
in England who was breeding 
moles because he considered them 
an endangered species. 

Maclnnes also paused periadical- 
ly to inhale the air through his veiny 
nose; then he would point bis stick 
and we would continue. According 
to an admiring whisper from the 
Gnome, "Roddy MacInnes can 
smell deer miles away.” 

The ghillie apparently heard this 
remark. "The problem is, this wind 
keeps changing. That's no good -- 
the beasts he smelling us before we 
ever see them.” 

We climbed quietly, conversing in 
subdued tones; deer reportedly can 
hear # hunter sliding a cartridge into 
a chamber fram a distance af 200 
metres or mare, nd they can easily 
spot anything ousuat in the tand- 
scape fram a kilometre away. But 
this ts precisely the challenge of 
stalking: sneaking up undetected on 
these superbly sensitive creatures. 
This requires an aften torturous 
route te stay downwind and out of 
sight, co mean feat on muorlands of 
craggy hibls Hing ne tree cover. 
One (Yth-century writer added this: 

“The deerstalker should not only 
be able tu run like an antetope, but 
he should possess the bottom of an 
Αἰ horse to enable him to keep 
the game in views he should be able 
τὰ creep like a Feopard and to run 
with his back bent almost double 
and, ata pinch, to wriggle hinwelf 
along the ground like an cel, He 
should be abic τὸ wade of swim tor-

Under my prodding, Miuclnnes 
shared some of his experiences. He 
revealed thit at the request of farm- 
ers bothered by voructous deer, he 
had shot aa fewer than 28 stags that 
spring. In previnus years, he admit- 
ted, he had bagged twice that num- 
ber. He also told of rescuing deer 
trapped in ice that had formed over 
παρὰ πα lochs in winter. 

“The foxes would just feast aff of 
᾿ them." he said. “That's ne" ἢ decent 
t dewth for any creature. So | just 

threw stones onte the ice to break a 
wee path for the pour things.”

Tensai is a Korean 
company from which STS imports a 
cheaper line of products; no videos 
however and only televisions with 
small screens. STS has showrooms 
and service outlets in Jerusalem, Tel 
Aviv, Haifa and Beersheba. 

We were shown the latest in video 
recorders, said to be “the most ver- 
satile in the world.” They allow you 
to check simultaneously what's be- 
ing broadcast on nine television 
channels and, thanks to digital elec- 
tronics, they feature something 
called “identification scanning” for 
easy location of the various pro- 
grammes recorded on a cassette. 
There are seemingly endless possi- 
bilities for fast and slow motion, for 
freezing a picture or zooming in on 
one section of it. All this high tech- 
nology, however, puts Sanyo’s vid- 
eo, the VHS Super Digital, ai NIS 
3,800 - or almost double the price of 
a regular Sanyo video. 

Similarly, Sanyo’s latest television 
set has an improved flat screen and a 
feature which, by means of an in- 
serted picture, allows you (o moni- 
tor a television channel while you 
are watching a video film. It also has 
stereo sound. These luxuries, how- 
ever, give a Sanyo PIP television a 
list price of around NIS 4,500, com- 
pared with its earlier 26 in. which 
was listed at just under NIS 3,000. 

All these videos and televisions, 
even the cheaper ones, include re- 
mote control. They hardly come any 
other way these days, say the Sanyo

The fatest issue of Leshonenu 
La‘am (Vol. 37, Issues 9 and 10) 
departs somewhat from earlier 
issues. Camouflaged under the high- 
brow title “‘Shabeshta Keyvan 
De’Al-Al?” a quotation from the 
Talmudic tractate “Baba Bathra,” 
the author, Ben-Zion Fischler, has 
succeeded in entertaining us while at 
the sanie time providing a wealth of 
information, which he has unearthed 
during tenacious research work. 


Out of 10 sections, five deal with 
place”names: Via Dolorosa, Wadi 
Jos, the French Hill, Lev Ha'lyri 
Street, all in Jerusalem; Bilunore 
Street in Tel Aviv; and the name of 
the Jewish Agency. 

Via Dolorosa, confused by parts 
of the population with Via della 
Rosa, has become unofficially in 
Hebrew “Derech Hashoshanim." 
Officially sanctioned by the Names 
Commitice of the Prime Minister's 
Office in 1986, Wadi Jos is now 
“Nahal Egoz" (Nut Valley), by 
translating the Arabic “Jos” into 
Hebrew. Fischler brings evidence to 
show thiit “Jos” is more likely to 
have been an abbreviation for 
Josaphat, as that valley was called 

' before it became “Wadi Jos"; 
moreover, no botanical nuts were 
ever known to have occupied that 
valley. 

French Hill, in Hebrew “Hagiva 
Hatsarfatit,” was never a French 
enclave in north Jerusalem, but was 
probably named after ἃ Captain A. 
C. French, adjutant to General 
Allenby, who (French) built himself 
a house there.

The second half of the booklet 
deals with two problems arising out 
of Grace After Meals, “Birkat 
Hamazon.” The first is the rather 
hackneyed issue of the alteration of 
migdol and magdil, the first for Sab- 
baths and festivals, the other for 
weckdays, Much has been written on 
this trivial subject, but Fischler sums 
up existing arguments and provides 
documentation that the two versions 
were originatly used without distine- 
tion between Sabbaths and week- 
days. Far more interesting ure his 
findings on the verse: “Vena αἱ tut- 
Srichenu... ki in leyadcha haneloa 
hapetuha hakedosha veharehava,.."' 
Translated, it means, “Lect us not 
stand in need... but of Thy hand thut 
is full and open, holy and ample." 
The adjective “holy™ seems out of 
place in two senses: If the “hand” is 
taken as a vessel providing suste- 
nance, “holy" is hardly appropriate 
for such a practical function. And if 
“holy” is appropriate, then surely it 
should head the list of adjectives and 
not be sandwiched between “open” 
and “ample.” 

Fischler instituted a search of 
scores of prayer-books and disco- 
vered that ina siddur handwritten on 
a parchment scroll for the Besht, the 
Ba'al Shem Tov (leader of the Hassi- 
dic Movement), the verse indecd 
had gedusha (“overflowing") with a 
“gimmel” rather than kedosha with

Behind the screen

VADIM’S reputution as a Don 
Juan is matched on the ather side 
of the Atlantic only by Hollywood's 
leading rake, Warren Beatty. But 
British film critic David Thompson, 
in Warren Beatty: A Life and a Story 
(Secker and Warburg, £14.95), pro- 
vides us with a serious examination 
of the life and work of a producer- 
director-actor who has made a sub- 
Stantial impact on the modern 
American film industry. 

Perhaps it's too serious, for a per- 
former who claims what he enjoys 
most is playing ‘‘cocky 
shmucks'(the man definitely has 
you-know-what on the brain). 
Thompson is a literate and percep- 
tive film critic, and he correctly ana- 
lyses both the impact the artistic 
success of Borie And Clyde had on 
the “Hollywood new-wave," and 
the effect the commercial failure of 


the American communist love story- 
epic Reds will have on Beatty's own 
future career options (looking even 
worse after his recent $40 million 
comedy /shtar dive-bombed in the 
υ.5.). 

Unfortunately, Beatty refused 
to coaperate in the writing of 
this book , making it even harder for 
Thompson to penetrate the public 
shell of man he calls “simultaneous- 
ly legendary, yet barely existing.” 
Perhaps this is why the author decid- 
ed to pad out the book with a dull, 
roman a clef novel about a Beatty- 
esque Hollywood star that adds little 
here but extra pages. 

At one point Thompson notes 
how Beatty appears so “‘middle- 
class and circumspect” in compari- 
son to his even more controversial 
friend, director Roman Polanski. 
It’s a pity then that Thompson didn’t 
decide to exercise his formidable 
critical talents on a more substantial 
and. fascinating figure, such as

The towering figure ol the tale 
German director Rainer Werner 
Fasshinder would certitinly provide 
a meaty challenge for any serious 
film scholar. Though Fassbinder 
spent much of his time indulging his 
awn voracious laste for miele meat, 
this prolific filmmaker still managed 
to churn oul an astonishing 40 mov- 
ies in a 13-year period, before he 
died of a drug overdose in 1982. 
Love Is Colder ‘Than Death: A Bi- 
ography of Rainer Werner Fuss- 
hinder by Robert Kutz with Peter 
Berliner (Jonathan Cape, £12.95) 
just skims the surface of the direc- 
tor's impressive body of work, but 
does provide an intimate glimpse of 
his tumultuous personal life. Peter 
Berliner was a veteran member of 
the inner-circle of performers and 
artists Fassbinder collected from the 
Frankfurt “antitheatre™ group that 
helped him create masterpieces of 
the new German cinema such as The 
Marriage of Maria Braun and Lola. 
To know Fassbinder, upparently, 
was (0 despise him. Two of his ex- 
lovers committed suicide after he 
brutally rejected them, and other 
ucquaintances were subjected to si- 
milar mental (and sometimes physi- 
cal} abuse. Somehow this misery fu- 
elled the art of a cinematic genius, 
and while the authors are certainly 
justified in marking him as “ἃ bad, 
bad man,” he was also unquestiun- 
ably a good, good movie-maker. 


MANY PARALLELS can be 
drawn between Fassbinder and the 
late Italian director Pier Paolo Paso- 
lini. Both grew up under the shadow 
of fascism, scandalized their post- 
war socicties with works that ex- 
pressed their left-wing politics and 
homosexuality, and came to prema- 
ture tawdry ends. Pasolini’s own 
taste for rough trade ended in his 
being slain by a teenage hustler in a 
suburban Roman slum in 1975. 
Pasolini by Enzo Siciliano 
(Bloomsbury, £9.95), is a detailed, 
exhaustive account of a complex 
sonality who was a major figure 
in the intellectual life of post-war 
Italy. Pasolini was an essayist and 
LE. as well as filmmaker, and Sici- 
iano records in detail his complex

ECCENTRICITY is tolerated to an 
extent which ~ with the sole excep- 
tion of journalism — is unheard of in 
any other profession, The preface to 
Cruden's Concordance, for exam- 
ple.
